Provincial, Elevated to Bish 


The Very Rev. George J. Finnigan, 
'C. S. C., Provincial of the United |! 
States Province of the .Congregation 
\of the Holy Cross, Notre Dame, Ind.. 
ihas been named Bishop of Helena. 
Montana. ’ 

Father Finnigan will become the 
third Ordinary of Helena. The See of 
‘Helena has been vacant since the 
\death of the Rt. Rev. John P. Carrol! 
‘on November 4, 1925. 
| Msgr. Finnigan was born at Ma- 
lone, N. Y., February 22, 1885. He 
received his elemeritary and prepara- 
tory education at Potsdam, N. Y. He 
entered Holy Cross Seminary at 
Notre Dame, Ind., in September, 1902 
'He entered St. Joseph's Novitate, 
‘Notre Dame, in July, 1905, and re- 
‘ceived the degree of Bachelor of Lit- 


ete at Notre Dame in 1910. He 
began his philosophical studies in 


‘Gregorianum University at Rome in 
1910, and received the degree of Doc- 
tor of Philosophy in 1912. He was 
ordained in Rome in 1915. 

Becomes Army Chaplain. 

At the outbreak of the war, Father 
Finnigan returned to the United 
States. He received the degree of 
Doctor of Divinity at Lavelle Univer- 
sity, Quebec, Canada, in 1916, and 
thereafter was assigned to the Holy 
Cross Mission Band with headquar- 
ters at Notre Dame, Ind. Upon the 
entrance of the United States into the 
war, Father Finnigan became a chap- 
lain with the 149th Field Artillery 
and the Second Division. He return- 
ed from France with the rank of cap- 
tain. He has been very active with 
the American Legion and the Veterans 
lof Foreign Wars and has held office 
in the Notre Dame Post, Veterans of 
Lcgthser

first refugees, the club’s spacious hall 
was equipped with cote which at- 
commodated 250 sufferers, The club 
rooms were changed into dining 
rooms. With the arrival of each boat 
or barge, hundreds were rushed to the 
K. of C. Chub, where warm meals and 
clothing were furnished, Those need- 
ing medical attention had the se 

of physicians or nurses. The women 
of St. Paul's congregation, in shifts 


.of fifty, by day and by night, looked 


after every need. (The men furnished 
cars, trucks and desired equipment for 
transportation. Three parish priests 
actively participated in ther relief 


work. Thousands upon thousands 
passed through this relief station, 
filled with appreciation and thanks 


for the charity, courtesy, considera- 
tion and solicitude which were offered. 

In the last few years a number of 
Mexicans have taken up residences in 
the Delta section. Many of these were 
brought to Vicksburg. The first open- 
air Mass ever celebrated in this sec- 
tion of the south was bald on last 
Sunday morning for the spiritual ben- 
efit of those in Camp Juraz.
